BERKSHIRE MUSIC CENTER 1975 


The 33rd session of the Berkshire Music Center brought over 400 young 
musicians of exceptional calibre to Tanglewood for eight weeks of intensive 
study and performance under the guidance of members of the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra and distinguished guest faculty. Such eminent musicians as Seiji 
Ozawa, Leonard Bernstein, Gunther Schuller, Aaron Copland, Mstislav Rostropovich, 
David Zinman, Klaus Tennstedt, Edo de Waart, Theodore Antoniou, Earle Brown, 
Olivier Messiaen, Yvonne Loriod, Joseph Silverstein, Phyllis Curtin, Gilbert 
Kalish, and many others provided musical guidance to students at the Music 
Center. In the midst of the Boston Symphony's Berkshire Festival, work in 
chamber music, orchestral playing and conducting, composition, vocal music, 
and a wide variety of contemporary music activities took place; as in the past, 
the Music Center's training included an ambitious public performance schedule 
resulting in concerts at Tanglewood almost every evening of the summer season. 


The Fellowship program - for singers, instrumentalists, composers and 
conductors of at least 18 years of age - was again at the center of "student" 
performance activities at Tanglewood. Fellowships from private and corporate 
donors, as well as the support of generous grants from the National Endowment 
for the Arts and the Fromm Music Foundation at Harvard, enabled members of this 
program to spend the summer refining their musical skills free from some of 
the financial burdens young performers experience at the outset of their eareers. 
While funds for these Fellowships are solicited and maintained through the 
energetic work of the Friends of Music at Tanglewood, monies covering major 
operating expenses again came directly from the Ssoaton Symphony Orchestra, 
making it the only orchestra in the world to sponser an educational effort 
of the Berkshire Music Center's scope. 


In addition to the Fellowship Program, there were a number of substantial 
programs for students not on Fellowships. The Phyllis Curtin Seminar provided 
training in vocal technique, diction, languges, and vocal music repertoire 
for young singers who have not yet had extensive performance experience; 

Miss Curtin's rare talents both as an artist and teacher again provided the 
nucleus for the Music Center's unusual vocal music program, centered in lieder 
and concert singing. The Listening & Analysis Seminar, a program that could 
exist only at Tanglewood, drew students from diverse age groups and back- 
grounds to study in depth the literature performed by the Boston Symphony 

and Berkshire Music Center Orchestras. 


The Boston University Tanglewood Institute broadened the range of its work 
at the Music Center this year to include a greatly intensified program in 
chamber music under the guidance of Boston Symphony members who also teach at 
the University; these studies in chamber music were pursued in the context of 
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the well-established Young Artists Instrumental and Vocal Programs for 
talented high school aged musicians. In addition, the Boston University 
Tanglewood Institute Piano Seminar, Harp Studéés Program and Applied Music 
Programs continued. This year, the Tanglewood Institute's award ceremony 
was enhanced by the presence of Norman Dello Joio, Dean of the University's 
School of the Arts, and Dr. John R. Silver, President of Boston University. 


Once again this year, the attention of the musical community was focused on 
the Music Center's annual Festival of Contemporary Music, a week-long event 
featuring both students and faculty in performance of vocal, chamber and 
orchestral music including newly commissioned works, acknowledged masterpieces 
of 20th Century literature and an important American premiere - Pierre Boulez’ 
most recent work, "Rituel", written in memory of Bruno Maderna, a former member 
of the Music Center faculty. These concerts, under the overall supervision 
of Gunther Schuller, Artistic Director of the Berkshire Music Center, are 
co-sponsored by the Fromm Music Foundation at Harvard. 


Additional musical excitement at Tangéetood was created by the presence of 
the extraordinary Soviet cellist and conductor Mstislav Rostropovich (who 
worked with the BMC Orchestra for a week culminating in a concert under his 
direction in the Shed attended by nearly 3,000 people) and of the celebrated 
French composer Olivier Messiaen (who assisted in the preparation for perform= 
ances of a number of his most important works, and in addition performed with 
students on one occasion). 


The special day-long series of concerts presented as "Tanglewood-on~Parade" 
on August 19, 1975, included chamber music, orchestral music, vocal music 
and special outdoor fanfares heard by well over 12,000 people. As part of the 
Music Center's commemoration of Aaron Copland's 75th Birthday, many of his most 
celebrated works were included in the various afternoon programs. Further 
honoring Mr. Copland, Gunther Schuller and Mrs. Serge Koussevitzky announcdd 
the establishment by the Koussevitzky Music Foundation of the “Aaron Copland 
Composition Prize" to be awarded yearly to a member of the Fellowship program. 
The evening's gala concert included Gershwin's "American in Paris" (performed 
by the BMC Orchestra under Gunther Schuller's direction) Copland's "El Salon 
Mexico" (under the baton of the composer); the combined woodwinds and brass 
of the Boston Symphony, BMC Orchestra and Boston University Young Artists 
Orchestra were conducted by Arthur Fiedler in Handel's "Music for the Royal 
Fireworks" and Seiji Ozawa led the combined forces of the Boston Symphony and 
Berkshire Music Center Orchestras in Tchakkovsky's 1812 Overture, complete 
with cannon and fireworks. 


The Berkshire Music Center continues to demonstrate the extraordinary vitality 
and viability envisioned for it by its founder, Serge Koussevitzky. 


BOSTON POPS 


The ninetieth season of the Boston Pops ran from April 29, 1976 through 
July 11, 1975. The Boston Pops Orchestra gave 63 regular concerts as well as 
a special concert to benefit the Orchestra's Pension Fund on May 25, 1975. 


Arthur Fiedler, Conductor, directed forty-three times; Harry Ellis Dickson, 
Assistant,Conductor. thirteen times; and Erich Kunzel, guest conductor eight 
times.

Six of the Pops 1975 concerts were recorded by WGBH-IV for delayed color 
telecast over the Public Broadcasting Service network throughout the nation. 
At Tanglewood 1975 the Boston Pops, Arthur Fiedler conductor, gave a concert 
to benefit the Orchestra's Pension Fund. The program on August 5, 1975, 
included BErlioz Rakoczi March from "The Damnation of Faust", Shostakovich 
Festival Overture Op. 96, Grieg Piano Concerto in A minor Op. 16 with Myron 
Romanul as soloist, Strauss Roses from the South Waltzes, a Medley of Burt 
Bacharach Tunes arranged by Knight, In Tribute to Leroy Anderson (1908-1975) 
and Willson 76 Trombones from "The Music Man." 


During the winter season 1975-1976 the Pops Orchestra gave concerts at 
the University of Massachusetts, Amherst; Carnegie Hal], New York; St. John's 
University, White Plains; Royal Albert Hall, London, England, in addition to 
a series of five special Christmas Pops Concerts in Symphony Hall and a New 
Year's Eve Gala concert, also at Symphony Hall. These concerts were all conducted 
by Arthur Fiedler except for the London concert which was conducted by Erich 
KUnzel. 


ESPLANADE CONCERTS 1975 


The Forty-seventh season of the Esplanade Concerts, Arthur Fiedler, Founder 
and Director were given, under the joint sponsorship of the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra and the Metropolitan District Commission from July 4 throughJuly 19. 
The concerts were given at the Hatch Shell, and at Fallon Field in Roslindaée, 
and City Hall Plaza. The concert conducted by Arthur Fiedler at the Esplanade 
on July 4th drew a record crowd of 150,000.
